Major General Eben Swift called upon 
Mayor Asa (i. Candler Monday and made 
the preliminary arrangements for the 
handling and care of soldiers om leave 
in the city of Atlanta. 

These arrangements will 
principally of two features: 

The establishing of proper sanitary 
conditions in the city. 

The establishment of a provost guard 
in Atlanta to co-operate with the city 
police authorities in maintaining or- 
der. 

The mayor acquiesced in the views of 
General Swift that these precautions 
Should be taken. 

Recommendations Not Determined. 

Just what recommendations as_ to 
additional sanitary precautions will be 
recommended by General Swift are not 
yet decided upon, for the reason that 
the general is not now familiar with 
the existing conditions here. 

He will send a sanitary officer to 
confer with city sanitary officials with- 
in the next day or so and obtain com- 
plete information as to just what the 
sanitary arrangements and conditions 
are in the city. With this information 
before him General Swift will make his 
recommendations. 

, The mayor'agreed with General Swift 
that the customary provost guard which 
is established in a city near which 
troops are located should be maintain- 
ed in Atlanta, as an aid to the police 
in handling the soldiers when they are 


consist 


gin the city. 


Not only will the additional force be 
of aid to the city police, but experience 
has shown that men in the army uni- 
form can handle men of their own or- 
ganizations better and with less fric- 
tion than they could be handled by 
local police. This matter is definitely 
gettied, and the provost guard will be 
have ar- 
rived at the camp in any appreciable 
numbers. : 

Transportation Factlities. 

General Swift also took up the ques- 
tion of transportation facilities be- 
tween Atlanta and Camp Gordon with 
the mayor. General Swift stated after 
the interview with the mayor that he 
found the imayor in thorough accord 
with the views that ample transporta- 
tion facilities should be provided. 

Calling upon the mayor with Gen- 
eral Swift were Brigadier General M. 
D. Cronin and General Swift’s personal 
aides, Captain Carl McKinney and Lieu- 
tenant Edwin D. Morgan, Jr. 

They were in 
mayor for half an hour or more. 

Young Officers Coming. 

The headquarters office of Major 
General Eben Swift, commander of 
Camp Gordon, will complete today the 


details for the reception of the 1,400 


or more officers recently commissioned 
from officers’ reserve corps training 
camps, who are to help whip into shape 
the eighty-second division of the new 
national army which is to train at 
Camp Gordon. 

These newly-commissioned officers, 
coming largely from the training camp 
recently held at Fort McPherson, fre 
expected to report Wednesday morning 
at 10 o’clock. Many of them live in At- 
lanta,and others from various points 
in Georgia, Alabama-and Florida, have 
already begun to arrive in the city. A 
number of them were at Camp Gordon 
Monday having their first glimpse of 
the great training camp where they are 


to work. 

The remainder of the medical detach- 
ment, whose officers arrived from Fort 
Oglethorpe last Saturday, reached Camp 
Gordon Monday morning and were 
quartered in one of the new build- 
ings. These men will at once take into 
hand the matter of seeing that sanitary 
conditions are all right. Officers of 
this detachment stated Saturday that 
the camp is already in very good sani- 
tary condition considering the _ torn- 
up status of things, due to continuous 
construction work. The drainage of 
the cantonment grounds is considered 
excellent. 

The movement of the reserve corps 
officers to the cantonment will not bea 
considerable strain on the equipment 
of the railroads, since the movement 
has already been, in some degree, ‘ef- 
fected, and the remainder of the move- 
ment will come from widely scattered 
points of origin. The Southern is mak- 
ing but little special arrangements for 
the movement, but the new officers will 
simply take ordinary transportation on 
regular trains. 

The movement of the first 5 per cent 
of the national army division to be 
trained at Camp Gordon will begin 
next Tuesday, September 5, and will be 
spread over a period of five days. 

The total movement will be spread 
over five days. which will mean only 
about 4100 men a day to come to the 
camp from all over Alabama, Georgia 
and Florida. It is likely that these 
states will work out a plan to call their 
5 per cent of the state’s first quota by 
counties instead of drawing upon each 
division for 5 per cent of its quota, 
since this would mean only three or 
four men from some counties. Such a 
plan is under consideration by Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey and Acting Ad- 
jutant General M. J. Daniel.

GOD-SPEED TO BE GIVEN 
NEW YORK DRAFTED MEN 


New York, August 27.—A rousing 
send-off will be given New York city’s 
drafted contingent on the eve of 
entry into the national army, Septem- 
ber 5. Plans announced tonight by 
Mayor Mitchel’s committee on nation- 
al defense are accompanied: by 
statement that “this is to be a gala 
day in which every organization, 
well as every man, woman and child 
may have a part. 

National Army day. as it has been 
designated, is really to be three days, 
the program providing for religious 
services in churches and synagogues 
September 1 and 2, while September 4 
will be given over to the celebration. 
Each man of the army wil! wear on 
his sleeve a distinguishing mark pro- 
vided by the committee, and will be 
the object of special attention. 

The principal event will be a parade 
in Manhattan of the selected men who

Washington, August 27.—T'wo billion 
dollars may be added to the total of 
bonds to be introduced at the present 
session of congress, making a total of 
approximately $21,000,000,000 available 
to the government during the, fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1918. 

Democratic Leader Kitchin said to- 
night that estimates submitted to him by 
the treasury department made it appear 
to him that the additional authoriza- 
tion probably would be necessary. Sec- 
retary McAdoo will be asked to explain 
tomorrow to discuss the forthcoming 
the situation when he appears before

Present indications, according to Mr. 


Kitchin, are that $19,000,000,000 will 
meet the expenses of the financial year, 
but it is thought best to have a $2,000,- 
000,000 margin for emergencies.

Hew Sum Would Be Raised. 


The $21,000,000,000 would be raised 


as follows: ! 

Bonds for allied loans, $7,000,000,000; 
pending revenue bills, $3,000,000,000; 
war certificates, $4,000,000,000; bonds 
for domestic purposes already author- 
ized, $2,000,000,000; proposed new 
bonds, $2,000,000,000; war savings cer- 
tificates, $2,000,000,000, and regular rev- 
enue, $1,300,000,000. : 

Approximately $11,000,000,000 of the 
foregoing amounts are incNided in the 
bond and certificate bill which the ways 
and means committee today began to 
consider. The bill would authorize 
$7,000,000,000 for allied loans, $3,000,- 
000,000 to be used in refunding 3 1-2 
per cent bonds already authorized; 
$2,000,000,000 in war certificates and 
$2,000,000,000 in war savings certifi- 
cates. It also contains a reauthoriza- 
tion provision for $2,000,000,000 in war 
certificates and would provide for tak- 
ing over other previously authorized 
bonds in the following amounts: Pan- 
canal, $225,000,000; naval con- 
struction, $150,000,000; Mexican border 
control, Danish West Indies and Alas- 
kan railway, $100,000,000; 3 per cent 
issued in 1916, 
$63,945,460. 

No attempt will be made, Mr. Kitch- 
in believes, to add the newly-suggest- 
ed $2,000,000,000 issue to the bill now 
It will come in 
as a separate measure, if at all. 

Full Discussion Demanded. 

A brief meeting of the committee to- 
day to consider the bill made it obvious 
that hopes of leaders to pass the meas- 
ure Wednesday could not be realized. 
An insistent demand for the full dis- 
cussion in committee and on the floor 
created doubt if the bill ceuld be pass- 
ed before the end of this week at the 
earliest. 

Several members indicated today 
that they would oppose Secretary Mc- 
Adoo's plan of taxing the bonds after 
he appears before the committee to- 
morrow to ex@lain the measure. There 
was no indication, however, of opposi- 
tion to the general terms of the bill, 
and both democratic and republican 
committeemen are expected to support 
it once it reaches the floor. 

Opponents of the secretary’s plan 
would make the bonds subject to super- 
taxes, war profits and excess profits 
vary in their views, some favoring no 
taxes and others the application of the 
straight income tax levy. 

The proposal to create a definite bond 
issuance policy during consideration 
of the present bill was barely touched 
upon today. Representative Hull, of 
Tennessee, suggested his plan of mak- 
ing the bonds subject to termination 
at the discretion of the secretary after 
a brief period of possibly five years. 
He also plans to swggest abandoning 
the convertibility feature on all bonds 
drawing more than 4 per cent. ‘ 

War Savings Certificates. 

Reports that the war savings cer- 

intended primarily as a poor 
investment would be issued in 
as low as $1 and be 
placed on-sale at all postoffices aroused 
interest. Desposing of these certificates 
would be left by the bill to Secretary 
McAdoo save that single sales to one 
person would be limited to $100 and 
total sales to an individual! to $1,000,900. 
The amount of interest to be borne by 
these certificates, as well as by the 
war certificates also would be left 
to the secretary. Both would be liable 
under the bill to the same taxes as the 
bonds.

“When in uniform all officers will

Pistols will 
be worn at all times in the trenches; 
otherwise as required by local com- 
manders. Canes may be carried in the 
trenches only. 

“The quartermaster corps will or- 
ganize shops for the repair of cloth- 
ing; a half-soling machine will be ob- 
tained for each supply company. 

“The importance of saluting has 
never been properly impressed upon 
our officers and men. Every soldier 
should have carefully explained to him 
the meaning of the salute and the im- 
portance of properly saluting, espe- 
cially the officers of the allied armies. 
This also applies to field clerk and 
civilian employees in uniform. Offi- 
cers will be most punctilious about 
saluting their superior and returning 
the salute of enlisted men. 

“The commander-in-chief presents 
this matter of uniform and saluting as 
one in which the pride of every mem- 
ber of the American expeditionary 
forces compels to neatness, smartness 
and attention to personal appearance, 
which in all armies invariably accom- 
pany discipline and efficiency.” 


MAE MEN BUY LAST 
UF ThE DODGE ESTATE 


43,000 Acres in Four Counties 
Disposed of for the Sum 
of $200,000. 


Macon, Ga., August 27.—(Spectal.)— 
After having been in one family for 
more than 100 years, the last of the 
famous Dodge estate in Wheeler, 
Dodge, Laurens and Telfair counties, 
has passed into other hands, with the 
transfer of a tract of 43,000 acres which 
has been purchased by four McRae 
business men, ‘ 

Troubled for years by the claims of 
alleged “squatters” on the vast tract 
of land which his grandfather bought 


from the state of Georgia soon after | 


the revolutionary war, M. Hartley 
Dodge, of New York city, son-in-law of 
John D. Rockefeller, and president of 
the Union Metallic Cartridge company 
and present head of the Dodge family, 
decided some time ago to close out his 
holdings in Georgia. 


Conveyance Made in Atlanta. 


W. M. Davis, of Macon, was given 
the commission, and Saturday night he 
met Mr. Dodge in Atlanta, where pa- 
pers were signed conveying the last 
tract of the once vast estate to the Mc- 
Rae men. 

There were some 250,000 acres in the 
original tract bought from the state, 
the price at that time being $10,000, 
which was paid almost exclusively for 
the timber. For several years little ef- 
fort was made to improve the property 
and settlers moved in. Later the Dodge 
family found that moving the squatters 
was slow business, many cases being 
fought out in the state and federal 
courts. Until yesterday there were 
two of these suits still pending, but 
Mr. Dodge has quit-claimed in both 
and ordered the suits dismissed. 


Property Brought $200,000. 

The 43,000 acres just disposed of 
brought $200,000, which is considered 
by the purchasers to be a reasonable 
price. J. H. and Paul Roberts, William 
McRae and W. M. Clements, all business 
men of McRae, were the purchasers. 
They plan to form a corporation for the 
development of the property, to put 20 
sawmills in the original woods, which 


i;cover much of the tract, and after the 


timber has been cut to open the entire 
tract to farming. Substantial farm 
houses will be erected on the property, 
and it will be split up into tracts and 
offered for sale. The purchasers figure 
there are 40,000,000 feet of long-leaf 
pine lumber to be secured from the 
tract, and at the present price of lum- 
ber, it alone will net them a profit of 
100 per cent on their investment. 


THOUSANDS OF MINERS 
QUIT WORK IN MONTANA 


Butte, Mont., August 27.—Thousands 
of miners are idle today because of the 
shutdown of all the copper mines of 
the district, made necessary by the 
closing Friday of the Washoe smelt- 
plant of the Anaconda Copper 
Mining company, at Anaconda, when 
3,000 men employed on the day shift, 
only 110 reported for work. Indica- 
tions are that the independent mines 
of the district which did not shut down 
Friday will be compelled to cease op- 
erations in the near future. Miners 
gradually are failing to report for 
work at the independent properties.

had more than fifty senators’ signa- 
tures—only a few less than the neces- 
sary two-thirds to put cloture into ef- 
fect—-were circulated after Senator 
Simmons, in charge of the bill, sought 
and failed to get unanimous consent 
to fix a date for final voting on either 
the entire bill or the war profit sec- 
tion. Several senators, however, 
signed with the understanding that the 
cloture rule would not be sought un- 
less a filibuster develops. Among those 
signing were many favoring drastic 
increases in war profits and income 
tax rates. Presentation of the peti- 
tion is not planned by Senator Simmons 
for several days or unitl after the war 
profits debate begins. 

Advocates of higher taxation made 
further definite moves just before the 
senate adjourned tonight. Senator 
Johnson, of California, introduced 
amendments designed to levy 80 per 
cent on war taxes, and Senator La Fol- 
lette offered another substitute for the 
income tax section proposing to ob- 
tain $643,651,000 from incomes instead 
of the $490,000,000 provided in the Dill. 
Senator Johnson proposed to levy 73 
per cent additional on war profits, es- 
timating the present levy at 7 per cent. 

May Substitute New Basis. 

While debate proceeded at the postal 
private conferences were 
held by leaders opposing drastic war 
profits tax raises. The majority of the 
finance committee held two meetings 
and considered abandoning the pre- 
war profits system of the bill and sub- 
stituting a new basis. 

“We hope to take action which will 
unite all the real friends of the bill,” 
said Senator Simmons later. 

Because of criticisms the majority 
committeemen are considering substi- 
tution of the house excess profits 
scheme of calculating war profits, 
based upon capitalization instead of net 
profits and allowing an exemption of 
8 per cent plus $5,000. A definite de- 
cision, however, has not been reached. 
Such a change would raise more reve- 
nue, it has been argued, and remove 
many alleged injustices of the pre- 
war calculation system of the Dill. 

In today’s debate on the postage 
taxes Senator Hardwick, Pomerene and 
McKellar led the attack on the bill's 
provisions, advocating higher posta! 
rates for newspapers and magazines. 
Senators Harding, Smoot, McCumber 
and others opposed higher postage 
rates, while Senators Borah, Townsend 
and others urged entire elimination of 
postage taxes from the bill. Senator 
Weeks, of Massachusetts, expects to 
speak tomorrow for his plan to elim- 
inate the publishers’ postage and in- 
come tax provisions. 

Hardwick Opposes Postage Increase. 

Beginning debate on the postage seéc- 
tions, Senator Hardwick moved to 
strike out that levying a cent increase 
on letters. The proposed tncrease tax 
he said, is “most unfair and sunjuasat,’ 
while publishers’ rates make a postal 


deficit. 

“It would accentuate wrong,” he 
said, “leaving second-class rates, ad- 
mittedly grossly unfair, so low and 
raising postage paid by the masses of 
the people. 

“Not only is it my opinion, but also 
the opinion of the postoffice depart- 
ment that must deal with matters of 
this sort, that such an increase in let- 
ter ratesisentirely unnecessary as a 
war measure, and there is no justifica- 
tion for it,” said Senator Hardwick 
He added that the day is coming when 


great masses of business people who 
do not own newspapers, but who do 
own common ordinary business sense, 
and who believe the postal business 
should be conducted fairly, will assert 
themselves and oppose the government 
givin newspapers and periodicals 
$70,000,000 or $80,000,000 every year, 
while they are paying into the treas- 
ury enormous profits annually for the 
carrying of first-class mail. 

Some consideration should be shown 
to religious, agricultural and similar 
publications, Senator Hardwick said, 
for a majority 
purpose of making money. 

Increase in the rates to be charged 
by the government for. transporting 
newspapers was indorsed by Senator 
Harding, an Ohio newspaper publisher, 
who declared that there is no reason 
why newspapers should not pay a rea- 
sonable amount to cover the cost of 
their distribution. He added that this 
is a question which should not come 
up for consideration in a revenue bill. 

Senator Jones, of New Mexico, defend- 
ed the action of the committee in levy- 
ing a postal tax. He declared the com- 
mittee had no intention of adjusting 
second-class postage rates, but acted 
purely with the intention of raising 
as much revenue as possible. 

Committee Is Denounced. 

The committee’s action was  4de- 
nounced by Senator Townsend, who 
declared there are thousands of ar- 
ticles that could have been taxed to 
bring in the same revenues without 
imposing such hardship. He also said 
the proposed per cent excess income 
tax on publishers was unjustifiable and 
that in some quarters it was said to 
be a penalty. 

Senator Smoot said every protest 
against the postal tax received by him 
had come from publishers and that

Sentor Shafroth, of Colorado, who 
circulated the petition among demo- 
cratic senators, pointed out that the 
debate on the bill began August 8, and 
had run nearly three weeks, “with 
hardly any headway being made.” 

“Who listens to these long speeches?’ 
he asked. “Not ten men remain. They 
just waste time.”

wooded sections, the war office an- 
nounces. The fighting in this sector 
continues. 

The statement says: 

“Western Theater—Army of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht: In Flanders there 
was a considerable increase toward 
evening in the artillery duel ‘on the 
coast and also between the Yser and 
the Lys. It continued also at night. 
This morning strong English reconnoi- 
tering detachments pressed forward 
several times against our lines, but all 
were entirely repulsed. 

“From La Bassee canal to Lens a 
strong artillery fire preceded violent 
Icnglish attacks which commenced 
northwest of Lens shortly: before dark. 
The attacks broke down with heavy 
losses. An engagement in the forefield 
of our position west of Le Catelet last- 
ed throughout the day with varying re- 
sults. Near the Malakoff farm and the 
Cologne farm the enemy gained local 
advantages. Attempts to extend his 
gain broke down with heavy losses. 

“Army of the German Crown Prince: 
On the Chemin-des-Dames and in west- 
ern Champagne at times there were 
lively artillery duels. South of Ailles 
French local attacks were prevented 
from reaching our entanglements as a 
result of our defense fire. 

Before Verdun, west of the Meuse, 
the day was quiet generally. .

President Sends Assurances 
to Members of National 
Council in Session at Mos- 
cow.

Washington, August 
Wilson sent to the members 
Mational council assembly at 


today assurances that this government 


is willing to extend “every material 
and moral assistance” to the govern- 
ment of Russia. 

No official comment was made by 
government officials on Premier Keren- 
sky’s speech before the members of the 
council yesterday, but it was made 
clear that the sentiments expressed by 
the Russian leader were heartily ap- 
proved here, and that his declarations 
indicating the firm manner in which 
he and his counsellors are prepared to 
Geal with enemies of the new govern- 
ment had aroused a greater confidence 
in the outcome of their plans. 

The message cabled by Presiednt 
Wilson follows: 

“President of the National Council, 
Moscow: I take the liberty to send to 
the members of the great council now 
meeting in Moscow the cordial greet- 
waaget their friends, the people of the 
United States: to express their confi- 
dence in the ultimate triumph of ideals 
of democracy and. self-government 
against all enemies within and with- 
out, and to give their renewed assur- 
ance of every material and moral &s- 
Sistance they can extend to the govern- 
ment of Russia in the promotion of the 
common cause in which the two na- 


tions are unselfish y united. 
“WOE DROW WILSON.” 


KERENSKY’S SPEECH 
PLEASES NO PARTY. 

London, August 27.—‘‘Premier Keren- 
sky’s speech in opening the national 
conference did not .satisf* a single 
party or succeed in uniting the differ- 
ent groups in mutual ser ve for the 
country,” says the Exchang~ Telegraph 
correspondent at Moscow. “The demo- 
crats are dissatisfied with the dictator- 
like government. The anti-democrats 
expected a practical program for the 
carrying out of measures to put down 
anarchy. They also are dissatisfie?.7ith 
the premier’s declaration reg. ag the 
impossibility of imagining a country 
without freedom, saving this is no time 
to talk of freedom and social reforms. 

“Monday is expected to be the day 
of atonement. The various groups are 
expected to speak out freely and voice 
their aspirations. Much depends. on 
whose words find an echo in M. 
Kerensky'’s own aspirations. 

“Personally, I do not believe the cab- 
inet will undergo changes, as a coali- 
tion is the only possible form of gov- 
ernment at this juncture. Should the 
conference fail in a last effort to or- 
ganize a national government, the re- 
sponsibility will fall on those elements 
which put the interests of their own 
classes above those of the country. 

“Moscow has resumed its normal 
aspect. The strike has been discon- 
tinued and the Moscow council of 
workmen’s and soldiers’ delegates with 
other organizations has appealed to the 
population to abstain from demonstra- 
tions. The Petrograd maximalists of 
the central executive council have been 
deprived of their mandates on account 
of unwillingness to submit to the de- 
cision against separate action.”

All Hands Went Down With 
the German Underseas 
Vessel. 


An Atlantic Port, August 27.—The 
destruction of a German submarine with 
all hands by a British submarine in the 
Atlantic ocean was described here to- 
day by the captain of a British steamer 
which was torpedoed by ‘the enemy 
submersible. The trader, which was 
attacked on a voyage from this coun- 
try to a British port, returned here 
after being repaired abroad. 

According to the captain of the 
trader, the commander of the German 
submersible attacked the British mer- 
chantman by firing his deck guns when 
the torpedo which struck her failed to 
send her to the bottom.

Washington, August 27.—Iron, steel 
and woolen manufacturing workers’ 
earnings per capita for the two and a 
half year period just ended increased 
more than the advance in the retai] 
prices of foodstuffs for the three-year 
period, July, 1914, to July, 1917. A 
statement by the department of labor 
today shows that iron and steel work- 
ers’ per capita earnings increased 53 
per cent and woolen manufacturing 
aoeners, 45 per cent, while the cost of 
foodstuffs increased 42 per cent. 
Workers in other industries 
fare so well. Per capita earnings of 
boot and shoe workers increased 31 
per cent; cotton manufacturing em- 
ployees and cotton finishing workers, 
38 per cent: hosiery and underwear 
workers, 37 per cent, and silk workers, 
per cent.

30 GERMANS ARRESTED 
ON ESPIONAGE CHARGE 


Yankton, S. D., August 27.—Thirty 
Germans were arrested near Tripp, 
Hutchinson county, South Dakota, to- 
day for alleged violation of the espion- 


age act. 

The men were brought here this aft- 
ernoon. ‘They are charged with hav- 
ing signed a petition to Governor Nor- 
beck protesting against the draft and 
the war. 

The thirty brought here today pre- 
viously had been arrested and were 
bound over to the federal district court 
for trial. On August 14, fifteen of the 
men were apprehended for signing a 
petition to’ the county sheriff similar 
to the one sent to the governor. Again 
on August 21, fifteen other Germans 
were taken for directing a petition to 
the county treasurer. All of these, it 
is said, were signers of the protest to 
the governor. 

The thirty Germans were bound over 
to the federal district court for trial 
and released on bail of $5,000 each at 
a preliminary hearing late today before 
United States Commissioner E. _T.

United States army officers are arriving 
by every train to assume the duties to which 
they have been assigned at Camp Gordon. 

Major General Swift, who is to be in su- 
preme command of the cantonment, is al- 
ready on the ground; also the four briga- 
diers who will be associated with him. 

The first observation of every one of 
them is the absolute inadequacy of transpor- 
tation facilities between cantonment and 
city. 

Major General Swift and every one of 
the brigadier generals now on the ground 
unite in the comment that it is absolutely 
imperative that something be done to re- 
lieve the situation. 

And they are right. 

We have seen the transportation diffi- 
culties that have taken place at Augusta, 
where, with only 6,000 troops—at Camp 
Hancock—the existing double-track trolley 
line proved utterly inadequate to accommo- 


j 
date the traffic between camp and city; and 


there, to relieve the situation, the Georgia 
railroad has installed a shuttle service be- 
tween the two population centers. This 
service is operating in addition to the 
double-track trolley line service. 

That is for 5,000 men! ‘ 

Within but a little more than a month 
from now, more than 41,000 troops will be 
stationed at Camp Gordon, with an addi- 
tional surrounding population of several 
thousand, making all told approximately 
50,000 people out there, with neither trolley 
nor railroad connections with a city of 200,- 
000 population, and over one of the worst 


roadbeds in Georgia upon which to depend) 


‘for vehicular traffic between the cantonment 
and the city! 

No wonder General Swift and his fellow- 
officers were surprised—not to say astound- 
ed—at the regrettable lack of traffic provi- 
sions! 

Several days ago the Southern railway 
announced its willingness to put on a two- 
hour shuttle train service between camp and 
city, beginning October 15, stating that it 
could not install the service earlier than 
that date on account of the necessary move- 
ment of troops between now and October 165. 


re Since then, however, orders of the war 


department have so ehanged the situation 
that only 5 per cent of the troops are to be 
first moved—thus relieving the September 
congestion. 

This, therefore, should relieve the situa- 
tion and enable the Southern to put on its 
proposed shuttle service immediately' 

Indeed, something. has got to be done to 
remedy matters, and done at once. 

The conditions are intolerable. Officers 
are arriving from all over the United States, 
and finding no way to get out to the canton- 
ment except to pack themselves like sar- 
dines in a jitney bus or go to the expense 
of engaging automobiles for the trip—and a 
soldier’s salary will not permit much of 
that sort of thing! 

When this cantonment was brought, by 
invitation and earnest solicitation, to At- 
lanta, the city without a single objection 
submitted to an extra tax levy of about 
$138,000 to comply with its obligation to pro- 
vide facilities, such as water, etc., for the 
cantonment. 

Furthermore, so deeply was the city in- 
terested in the enterprise that it actually 
bought outright the growing crops on the 
cantonment site in order to turn the land 
over to the government unencumbered. 

For what did the city do that? 

Is it to be supposed that Atlanta would 
have gone to all that expense simply for the 
purpose of marooning a population of 50,000 
recruits and civilians out there at Camp 
Gordon? 

| Atlanta would have done that and more, 
had it bee necessary, out of motives of 
sheer patriotism. 

But, with every city in the country clam- 
oring for the cantonment, it would not have 
been necessary from that standpoint. 

As it is now, the cantonment might as

A LESSON FROM THE GERMANS. 


Events and achievements at one’s very 
doorstep always are more impressive than 
things at a distance. 

And oftentimes we can learn from “the 
enemy” lessons which, if applied dispas- 
sionately, might prove of infinite value to us. 

For instance, we of Atlanta have right 
at our gates, in the stockade at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, where are interned several hun- 
dreds of German sailors and “alien enemies,” 
an object lesson of thrift, industry and skill 
which should prove to all American observ- 
ers as inspirational as it must be impressive. 

Not only America, but every one of our 
allies, well might emulate the methods by 
which those military prisoners have been 
taught to be self-reliant, resourceful and 
able to adapt themselves to conditions and 
make the best of a bad plight. And what 
those interned men are doing out there is 
the groundwork of a study that should sink 
deeply into the mind of every one of us. 

In the first place, every man out there is 
doing something. None is idle; none is 
morose and grumbling against things which 
he is powerless to remedy; none is “sulking 
in his tent” because of the fix his autocratic 
kaiser has got him into. 

Transversely, everybody is busy; his 
mind is so preoccupied with useful things 
that he hasn’t time—had he the disposition 
—to do otherwise than he is doing. 

All sorts of things—little things, baubles 
and toys and trinkets, for the most part, 
but every one of cash value—are being made 
by the sailors, with their hands, assisted by 
the meager supply of tools at their com- 
mand. 

One sailor, as an illustration, has made 
a complete motion picture machine—and it 
“works,” too—from pieces of an old auto 
mobile and a bicycle which were found 
aboard one of his vessel’s prize ships! Va- 
rious and all manner of children’s toys; sun-

Others of the interned men have turned 
their attention to agriculture; and many of 
them kave as fine little “war gardens” as 
one would care to see. These gardens are 
grown in what, prior to the advent of the 
prisoners, were red clay gulleys. The trans- 
formation wrought by the gardeners’ inge- 
nuity and application in converting this 
patch of eyesore into a spot of profit and 
beauty is remarkable. : 

Why is this.so? 

Because every German, from childhood, 
is taught that he must make himself useful 
in the world; that he must be able to do 
something with his hands; that, regardless 
of his financial status, he must be self- 
reliant and able to provide himself with 
the things he needs and to adapt himself— 
his hands as well as hig brain—to whatever 
conditions might beset him.

Atlanta Business Men Urged to Keep 


In Touch With Charleston Navy Yard 


That many Atlanta products used by the 
United States navy have been purchased 
through brokers in New York, only because 
the navy department has not been in close 
contact with the business men of this dis- 
trict, was the statement of Lieutenant John 
B. Ewald, paymaster of the Charleston Navy 
Yard, at the luncheon tendered him by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce Monday. ° 

Lieutenant Ewald was sent to Atlanta, 
at his own request, to get in touch with the 
market here and to arrange for the manu- 
facturers to keep in touch with the needs 
of the navy department. 

The Charleston Navy Yard is now at work 
on torpedo boat destroyers, chasers and 
gunboats, involving an expenditure of $3,500,- 
000. Many of the materials: used in this 
construction can be had from the~local mar- 
kets, according to Lieutenant Ewald. The 
yard employs 3,500 men and the demand for 
supplies has increased 500 per cent recently, 
he says. . 
Good Material Here. 

“There is just as good material here as 
anywhere,” said Lieutenant Ewald, “and there 
isn’t any reason why it shouldn’t be bought 
as near home as possible. By doing so we 
would eliminate the middleman’s profit, save 
on freight charges, and many other advan- 
tages would come of a closer acquaintance 
between business men of this district and the 
Charleston Navy Yard.” 

Lieutenant Ewald stated that on one oc- 
casion bids were received at the yard for 
one and one-half million yards of cotton 
drill. The order was awarded to a concern 
in New York. The government asked for 
the location of the New York firm’s factory, 
with the intention of having one of the 
federal inspectors sent there to check the or- 
der up. The New York firm replied that 
its factory was in Graniteville, S. C. 


“This has happened in several instances,” 


Said Lieutenant Ewald, “and southeastern 
manufacturers have lost a good margin 
which they might have had had they been 
in touch with our needs.’ 

“Almost every conceivable article is need- 
ed by the navy yards. At the present time 
we are in the market for 18,000 distinct ar- 
ticles and commodities. Thousands of them 
can be obtained right here at home. Some 


time ago we place an order for 300 iron 
beds with a northern concern, and since I 
came to Atlanta I have found that the iden- 
tical kind of bed is made right here.” , 
Hardware. Articles Here. 

Various kinds of hardware are badly 
needed by the Charleston yards at the pres- 
ent time, according to Lieutenant ‘twald 

Sponges, fishhooks, meat blocks, athletic 
goods, emery cloth (16,000 sheets), hospital 
equipment, plaster brushes, barber chairs, 
carbon paper, putty, bolts, nuts, screws, 
counter-scales, blankets, hoisting engines—- 
those are just a few of the articles for 
which the yard is now receiving bids. 

By September 15, Lieutenant Ewald 
stated that the Charleston yard will be in 
the market for four and one-half million 
yards of cotton drill. 

The method of purchasing which is em- 
Ployed by the navy yard was fully explained 
by Lieutenant Ewald to the business men 
who attended the luncheon. 

The method its simple, only enough ‘red 
tape” being used to protect the government's 
money, said Lieutenant Ewald. 

“The department sends out 
specifications to those on its mailing list 
who handle the goods wanted. Bids are 
sent in—generally within ten days—and the 
order is then awarded, price and time of de- 
livery being the governing conditions. Often 
time of delivery is given first consideration, 
and for that reason bidders in fhis district 
would be sure to get their share of big or- 
ders,’ he explained. 

“To get on our mailing list,” Lieutenant 
Ewald continued, “any merchant or manu- 
facturer has only to write a letter to the 
supply officer at the Charleston Navy. Yard, 
telling just what line of goods is handled. 
The name will then be placed on our mail- 
ing lists, and, after we have had some expe- 
rience with the market, these names will be 
given to the navy department at central 
headquarters, and orders from other yards 
will probably follow.” 

Lieutenant Pwald has arranged with [van 
E. Allen, president of the chamber of com- 
merce, to furnish the chamber with a copy 
of all bids sent out by the Charleston yards, 
so that any manufacturer or dealer in At- 
lanta may at any time go to the chamber of 
commerce and see what supplies are wanted.

FATTENING EARLY SPRING 
PIGS IN THE SOUTH 


Pigs which are six months old at this 
time may profitably be fattened now in the 
south amd sold on the early, fall market, 
says the United States department of agri- 
culture. By the use of several of the sum- 
mer forage crops the pigs can be grown 
cheaply and come to the fattening period 
growth, healthy shoats, ready to make rapid 
and economical gains upon rich foods. ‘ 

For fattening at this early season use 
should be made of the grain-pasture crops, 
soy beans and cowpeas, and of earlv 
sown sweet potatoes. These crops will 
fatten hogs quickly and require only a small 
amounts grain to give good results. 

On fairly rich soil, soy beans will pro- 
duce more feed thgn the other forages. 
Each acre will afford pasture for ten 150- 
pound shoats for six to seven weeks. In 
order to insure against the production of an 
inferior soft pork, a one-third corn ration 
should be fed in connection with the soy- 
bean pasture, especially during the latter 
part of the fattening period, and when such a 
system is followed cach acre of soy beans 
will produce from fwur to seven hundred 
pounds of pork. 

Cowpeas succeed better on poor soils 
than do soy beans, but their value as a pork 
producing crop is much less. Fully twice 
as much grain must be fed with cowpea pas- 
ture as was recommended in the case of soy 
beans in order to obtain equally rapid and 
heavy gains. When a one-third grain ra- 
tion is fed in connection with cowpea for- 
age one acre will carry eight 150-pouna 
shoats from four to five weeks, andthe pork- 
producing power will be correspondingly re- 
duced under that estimated for soy beans. 

The southern farmer is familiar with the 
culture of sweet potatoes. They may be 
used to very good advantage in the pro- 
duction of -pork. The pigs do their own 
harvesting, and when a high protein supple- 
ment such as soy bean meal, or tankage is 
fed in addition in order to balance the ra- 
tion, one acre will produce from four to 
eight hundred pounds of pork in a four 
weeks’ grazing period, depending upon the 
yield of potatoes,

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WILSON TO REJECT 
POPE'S PEACE NOTE 


But Rejection Will Proba- 
bly Not Be Unqualified. 
Signs Indicate Early Re- 
ply to Vatican Note. 


Washington, August 27.—Signs were 
in evidence today of the dispatch of 
President Wilson’s reply to the peace 
proposals of Pope Benedict at an early 
date. Officials freely conceded the 
probability of the early completion of 
the communication, indicating that the 
president and Secretary Lansing 
least have agreed upon the basic fea- 
tures of the reply, so that what re- 
mains to be done is to put these ideas 
into diplomatic language. It is un- 
derstood that rough drafts of some of 
the important points already have been 
prepared. 

So far no authorized statement has 
been forthcoming as to the nature of 


the reply. Officials even deprecate 
speculation concerning it, and there 
has been formal denial of a published 
report that Secretary Lansing had in- 
formed some of the entente diplomatic 
officials that Pope Benedict's” pro- 
posals would be rejected. 

No official opinion exists that the 
roposals will be accepted, but in dip- 
omatic practice there is a wide field 
for discussion between the two ex- 
tremes of rejection and acceptance. 
The fact that Pope Benedict, 4S was 
pointed out by a statement from the 
vatican, in some of the most important 
features of his communication adopted 
principles enunciated by President Wil- 
gon, is regarded in some quarters as 
insuring the peace proposals against 
an unqualified rejection, even in the 
most polite and diplomatic language. 

On the other hand the failure of the 
pope’s plan to meet some of the essen- 
tial demands of President Wilson as 
a condition of peace is regarded as 
making it certain that there can be no 
acceptance. 

Much of the uncertainty here sur- 
rounding the preparation of the Amerti- 
can reply has arisen from the fact that 
the major part of the negotiation upon 
this subject has been conducted in for- 
eign capitals through resident Amer!- 
can ambassadors. In the early stages 
some attempts were made by the en- 
tente diplomats in Washington to as- 
certain the probable nature of the 
American reply. But these were gen- 
erally unsuccessful, not from any dis- 
position on the part of the officials of 
the state department to deny their 
confidence to the foreign representa- 
tives, but for the reason that until he 
had developed the views of the entente 
chancelleries, President Wilson was 
maintaining an open mind on_ the 
subject.

GERMANS ARE WORKING 
ON BELGIAN SOCIALISTS 


London, August 27.—The press bu- 
reau announces that the Germans oc- 
cupying Belgium have been for a con- 
Siderable time urging the Belgian so- 
cialists to participate in the Stockholm 
conference. M, Bertrand, the Belgian 
socialist leader, pointed out that dele- 
gates could not attend the conference 
without a mandate from the party, and 
that a mandate could not be obtained 
beause the German authorities would 
not permit a meeting at whieh the 
speakers would be free to express their 
views. The Germans, after much de- 
lav, consented to such a meeting, which 
was held a few days ago, between 400 
and 500 delegates attending, and it was 
decided, with only two dissenting votes, 
not to go to Stockholm, even though 
British, French and Italian socialists 
were represented there.
